Lobo, July 29.—The following cable dis- 
patch from Buenos Ayres, July 28, 2:20 p. m., 
has been received at the Legation of the Ar- 
gentine Republic in this city: 

„ Announce that the insurrection is com- 
pletely subdued. The President of the Re- 
public and the National Cabinet are giving 
orders from the National Government House. 
The Finance Minister is at liberty. 

** JUAN GARCIA.’”’ 

Senor Garcia, the signer of the above dis- 
patch, is the Argentine Minister of Finance. 
He was taken prisoner by the revolutionists 
at the beginning of the outbreak on Saturday. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S VERSION. 

A dispatch to the Times to-day dated Buenos 
Ayres, July 28, 7 p. m., says: 
that terms for a settlement between the Gov- 
ernmentand the revolutionary forces have 
been agreed upon. According to these the 
civilians who have taken part in the insur- 
rection will not be punished. All captains of 
the revolutionary forces and ali officers above 
the grade of captain will be deprived of their 
rank. The artillery of the insurrectionists 
will be surrendered to-morrow. 

NO CHANCE FOR A COMPROMISZ. 

The above dispatch is President Uelman’s 
version of the situation at Buenos Ayres. Pri- 
vate dispatcbes received here from the city, 
dated July 28, 9:30 p. m., state that there is no 
change in the situation and no chance fora 
compromise between the two factions. The 
matter, the dispatches say, must be fought 
out. 


The Fighting on Saturday. 


LONDON, July 29.—The following account of 
the fighting at Buenos Ayres was received 
yesterday under date of July 27: 

The fighting began at dawn and continued 
until night. Celman’s police and cavalry 
suffered severe losses. At night things were 
more quiet, but in the morning 
the fight was renewed with unabated 
vigor. One fatal mistake was made 
during the day. The Eleventh Regiment, 
insurgents, turned to the Government, and 
with the intention of joining forces they ap- 
proached the Government artillery. Before 
they could make their intentions known they 
were shot down. The navy has declared in 
favorof the provisionals. Conferences have 
been held but no terms of settlement have 
been arrived at. 

Gen. Mitre’s Sudden Departure. 


PARIS, July 29.—Gen. Mitre, who was for- 
merly President of the Argentine Republic 
and who bas beenresiding here for some 
time, has suddenly taken his departure from 


this city. 
The Jemps to-day publishes a dispatch from 


Buenos Ayres stating that the Government 
and the leaders of the revolutionary move- 
ment have reached a settlement. President 
Celman, the dispatch says, has resigned and 
bes been succeeded by Vice-President Pelli- 
grinias President. Quiet has been restored. 


The Central American War. 


NEW YORK, July 29.—A special via Libertad 
says: An attempt was made to assassinate 
President Barillas bya mative Indian found 
concealed in a bedroom. The Indian con- 
fessed that he had been hired by the Conserva- 
tives to do the murder. 


A Guatemalan Dispatch. 


NEw YORK, July 29.—Mr. Jacob Baiz, Guate- 
malian Consul-General in this city, has re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Minister 
Dieguez of Guatemala at Mexico: 

‘‘Mexico, July 28.—Guatemala accepted 
war provoked by Ezeta. Honduras, Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica signed treaty with Guatemala 
to demand the resignation of Ezeta and to re- 
establish legal regime in Salvador.’’ 


Guatemala Suyivg Arms. 


NEW YORK, July 29.—It is reported. that the 
Government of Guatemala has purchased 
20,000 stands of arms. Minister Cruz returned 
vesterday and was in consultation with Con- 
sul-General Balz. Gen, Balz says that an 
ex-Colonel of the late Seventh Missouri Reg- 
iment had offered to raise 3, 000 men, all good 
fighters. 


The Reptile!“ Fund. 


LONDON, July 29.—The announcement is 
made in Berlin that the reptile fund’’—so0 
named by Prince Bismarck when he cynically 
admitted in debate that he used it for the pur- 
pose of bribing newspapers—is no longer to 
be applied to secret service purposes. The 
money piaced at the disposal of the Chan- 
cellor will be duly accounted for in the public 
documents. Chancellor Von Caprivi also 
publishes an account of the uses to which the 
fund bas been applied in former years, but 
the vagueness or lack of detail leaves the ex- 
act disposition of certain sums a matter of 
conjecture so that Bismarck’s famous state- 
ment remains unchanged. 


Mentenegre Demands Satisfaction. 


Loxpon, July 29.—The Prince of Monte- 
negro has made a formal demand upon the 
Porte for indemnity for the outrages com- 
mitted by Albanians, and threatens that the 
Montenegrius will cross the frontier in force 
unless prompt satisfaction 16 given by the 
Turks. The demand is significant, for the 
reason that Montenegro is 80 closely associ- 
ated with Russia. |

Archduchess Valerie’s Coming Marriage. 


VIENNA, July 29.—Preparations for the mar- 
riage of the Archduchess Valerie of Austria 
have been proceeding on & magnificent scale 
and the affair will be an imposing one. 
Crowds daily biock the streets around the 
Palace at Ischl, where the ceremony is to take 
Place andthe Archduehess, who renounced 
the possibility of a throne in order to marry 
the man of her choice, receives many tokens 
of popular admiration. Sixty wagon loads of 
flowers have been sent, which will be used in 
decorating the marriage hall. 


African Affairs. 


ZANZIBAR, July 2.—The French Bishop 
Levinhac, who has returned to Zanzibar from 
a mission in the interior, reports that he met 
Emin Pasha on his way. Emin was not well 
and there was considerable sickness among 
bis company. Several of the officers were 
thought to be in a dying condition.

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 29.—An interview 
with a Mrs. Rigby, who claims to be the im- 
migrant girls’ friend, is telegraphed here 
from New York.

THE WORLD'S FAIR, 


Legislation at tpringfield—Plan for Divid- 
ing the Kxhibits. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., July 29.—Representative 
White introduced a resolution in the House 
yesterday designed to express the sense of 
the House in favorof the employment of union 
labor by the World’s Fair managers. It was 
referred. Mr. Stinson wanted the Fair closed 


on Sunday. 

The Senate spent the entire morning session 
in discussing and acting on various amend- 
ments and substitutes for the proposed 
World's Fair constitutional amendments, and 
after adopting a substitute which made mere- 
ly verbal charges, took a recess. 

In the House this morning the response of 
the Chicago World's Fair directors to the re- 
quest ofthe House for information in regard 
to the double site was read and referred to a 
jointcommittee. A resolution heretofore in- 
troduced, ‘‘That it be the sense of the House 
that the World's Fair should be held 
on a single site, came up as a special 
order. An amendment was introduced that 
it be the sense of the House that the Gar- 
field Park orsome other West Side locality 
should be selected asthis single site, but it 
was promptly laid upon the table. The 
following resolution was introduced and 
passed: 

Resolved, That it is the deliberate judgment 
ofthe House that we have noright or power 
to make or alter the site «of the World's 
Columbian Exposition as fixed or determined 
upon by the National Commission and the 
local directors. N 

The House then adjourned untl z o' clock 
p. m. 


Dividing the Exhibits. 


CuIcaGo, III., July 29.—The directors of the 
World’s Fair have prepared a statement of 
the manner in wbich itis proposed to divide 
the exbibits between the Lake Front and 


Jackson Park, in response to a request from 
the State Legislature tothat end. They say 
they intend to put in Jackson Park the agri- 
cultural display in all Its divisions, including 
products of the soil, live stock and 
food products, machinery of all sorts, 
the forestry exbibit, the railroad display, 
electrical appliances. — exhibit, glass 
making and pottery exbiblits,minerai display, 
architecture and engineering, cotton and 
woolen mills and their manufactures, military 
and sporting weapons, marine display, etc. It 
is intended that this portion of the exhibition 
shall equal in interest that on the lake front. 
On the latter itis proposed tolocate the art 
bullding, the decorative art and art manu- 
facture building, Turkish, Indian and 
Egyptian villages, Government departmental 
exhibits, etc. 
ATTITUDE OP THE NEW YORK PRESS. 

The Heraid this morning says: ‘‘The attitude 
of the average New York paper on the World's 
Fair in Chicago is offensive in the lass degree. 
Its correspondents are evidently under in- 
atructions to misrepresent Chicago and its 
people, and they lose no opportunity to elreu- 
late falsehoods that are calculated to give the 
country the idea that this city is unfitted in all 
respects forthe Fair and that its people are 
destitute of the commonest qualifications for 
the successful management of such an exnibi- 
tion. The contemptible meanness of this po- 
sition cannot be ascribed to persifiage. It has 
a deeper foundation and a graver significance. 
No friend of Chicago and no true American 
should be deceived or influenced by such 
manifest misrepresentations.’’

Bienenstok and the Detectives—Lawyer 
Jones Tells a Very Queer Stery in Con- 
nection With the Case—The Courts to 
Decide the Lady's Mental Conditien,

HERE was a scene of un 
usual excitement at Beers’ 
fiats last evening, when the 
second attempt was made 
to take Mrs. Hulda Bienen- 
stok to St. Vincent’s Asy- 
lum by her brothers, Sieg- 
freid and Herman. The 
plans were all carefully 
laid, dut in spite of this 
fact they/ were unsuccess- 
ful in Avery point, and 
2 a large 
amount of sympathy for Mrs. Bienenstok. 
DBPTECIIVES SECTRED. 

The certificate of the lady’s insanity, signed 
by Drs. Hermann and Bauduy, was taken to 
Chief Harrigan yesterday afternoon, and he 
was asked to detail a couple of officers, not to 
assist in taking her away, butto be on hand 
incase of any interference. The Chief de- 
tailed two mento be on hand and they were 
told where to report for duty. 

At 6 o’clock last evening two stalwart and 
handsome representatives of the police force 
stood at the corner of Twenty-elghth 
and Olive. They looked with inter- 
est at the passing cable cars. After 
they had been on the cerner for 
about fifteen minutes a carriage drove up 
containing Dr. Keating Bauduy and Mr. Her- 
man Bienenstok. A consultation was held 
and the pian of action decided on. 

„She has been riding up and down on the 
cable all day and perhaps we can catch her at 
the corner, suggested Mr. Bieneustok. 

„„Take your buggy away then, or she will 
see us and discover our intentions, said the 


young doctor. 

Mr. Bienenstok picked up the reins to drive 
away when another cable train passed. 

„There she is!’’ sald Mr. Bienenstok. 

She looked over towards where they were 
standing, ber face lighted up, and she gave a 
significant nod of her head. 

Mr. Bienenstok drove away, promising to 
return shortly with his brother. The detect- 
ives then accompanied Dr. Bauduy to his of- 
fice forthe purpose of holding a consulta- 
tion. 

Before longa closed carriage drove up and 
stopped near the corner of Twenty-ninth and 
Olive streets. Dr. Bauduy and one of the 
officers gave the man his instrue- 
tions, and then the fortress which was 
to be stormed was reconnottered. The 
two officers carelessly strolled into 
the office of the Beers’ flats 
and took seats near the door. Then Mr. Her- 
man Bienenstok, accompanied by young Dr. 
Bauduy, entered the office. The carriage 
drove up to the door, the driver opened the 
door in readiness and stood by the carriage 
ready for action. 

A CROWD BEGAN TO CONGREGATE. 

A crowd began to congregate on the corner 
as the word had been passed that Mrs. Bien- 
enstok was to be taken away. 

A neativ dressed elderly lady stood on the 
sidewalk talking to two young men, evidently 
her sons. 

„A woman can feel for a woman, she said. 
„She's no more insane than I am.’’ 

„Keep quiet,’’ replied one of the young 
men. They won't dare to take her away. 
She has too many friends to permit them to.’’ 

„It's ashame and an outrage’’ continued 
the old lady, ‘‘haven’t we seen herevery day 
for a week, and don’t we know from her 
actions that she is not insane. Don’t every- 
body in the hotel say she is as sane as any- 
one. 

The crowd made all sorts of remarks and 
threats of violence in case she shouid be 


taken away. 
„I'll de d—d if they willtake her away,“ 


| said a stalwart young man as his face flushed 


with indignation. ‘‘She is no more crazy than 
lam and we all know it.’”’ 

There was a murmur of approbation at this 
and the young man ran inside the building 
and upstairs to his room. 

Mr. Bienenstok had ascended the stairs to 
Mrs. Bienenstok’s room on the third floor 
while Dr. Bauduy and the officers remained 
op the second floor. Prof. Myers, an old gen- 
tleman with a snow white beard, stood bare- 
beaded at the foot of the stairs arguing with 
the officers while one or two other gentiemen 
were interested listeners and occasionally 
joined in the arguments. Suddenly they 
heard a wall of grief and sorrow from the 
floorabove. The officers turned their heads 
away as though they would leave the bulid- 
ing, but, apparently, remembering their 
instructions they remained.

Bienenstok in an insane asylum they must 
go through the Probate Court. 

After the occurrence at the Beers’ flats last 
night, Mr. Jonas accompanied Mr. Herman 
Bienenstok to the office of Dr. Bauduy to 
talk the affair over.

land forfeiture bill taken up, bust the 
caucus was heid to determine the 
order of business, and it was finally decided 
that the tariff’ and appropriation bills shall 
have the right of way. There was only twen- 
ty-five of the forty-seven Republican Senators 
present and some of the strongest oppo- 
nents ofthe Federal election were absent. 
Their presence was not needed to show a 
supreme indifference among mostof the Re- 
publicane to Mr. Lodge’s deformed pet and 
their disposition to let it die the death of in- 
anation. It was admitted last night that 
the tariff and appropriatioo bills would take 
five weeks. Then posribly another caucus 
will be called to decide whether the force bill 
shall be taken up or some other pet measure 
ota Republican Senator.

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FREIGHT RATES ON WOOL. 


HOW BAILROADS DISCRIMINATE AGAINST 
sf. LOUIS IN FAVOR OF CHICAGO 


The St. Louis Roads Decide to Retain the 
40 Cents Tariff to the East, but Chicage 
Meets It With a Cut to 341-2 Cents— 
Chicago Favored in the Matter of Kates 
From the West, 


The local wool dealers are considerably dis- 
turbed to-day over the freight rates on wool. 
The west-bound roads have been making a 
lower rate to Chicago than to St. Louis, and 
as the tariff to New York from the village by 
the lake was only 50 cents, while it was 
58 cents from St. Louls to New York, 
Chicago had decidedly the best of it in the 
matter of rates aud would naturally secure 
the bulk of the business. On the 2ist inst. the 
St. Louis roads East made a tariff of 40 
cents to New York and 45 cents to Boston. 
This was done to get forthe St. Louis lines 
their proper share ofthe business. As soon 
as the St. Louis roads’ cut was announced, 
however, the Eastern lines out of Chicago 
sent word that if the rate here was not re- 
stored they would make a rate to New York of 
3442 cents. 

FREIGHT COMMITTEE MEBTS. 

The St. Louis Freight Committee, which is 
composed of the roads running east 
from st. Louls, held a meeting to-day 
at which the matter came up for 
discussion. This meeting was held at tne 
office of Chairman Braisted, and there were 
present representatives from the Chicago & 
Alton, Big Four Line, Wabash, 
Vandalia, Ohio & Mississipp! and 
the Toledo, St. Louis & 


Kansas City. A telegram was received by 
them from Chicago stating that the Chicago 
Freight Committee ata meeting heid yester- 
day had decided to meet the St. Louls out 
by making a rate of 4% cents to 
New York from Chicago, and thatit was de- 
cided to make the rate from Upper Mississippi 
points to New York by way of Chicago 40 
cents, the same as the St. Louis rate. This 
being the case, the St. Louis roads could 
not of course return to their former 
rate of 88 cents, and they voted 
to continue the present wool rate to New 
York. The Chicago rate of 34% cents will not 
go into effect until August 4 and the 
St. Louls rate of 40 cents only 
took effect yesterday. The former 
rate was 58 cents from St. Louis and 50 cents 
from Chicago. The rates between St. Louis 
and New York are 116 per cent of what 
the rate is between Chicago and New 
York, Thus a rate of $1 from Chicago 
to New York means arate of $1.16 between St. 
Louls and New York. In this ratio when the 
rate was 50 vents from Chicago to New York 
it was 58 cents between St. Louls 
and New York. And when St. Louls 
cut to 40 cents the Chicago roads retained this 
same proposition and cut to 34% cents. This 
cut is falr enough so far as the Eastern lines 
themselves are concerned, but it is ciaimed 
that Chicago secures much better tariff from 
the West than does St. Louis and in this way 
the wool dealers here get all the worst of it in 
the matter of rates. 
HAS CHICAGO AN ADVANTAGE ? 

Mr. Braisted alleges that St. Louis is now 
receiving as good rates on woo! all around as 
Chicago, but this is denied by the wool dealers, 
who claim that a much better tariff is made 
by railroads to the Viliage of Wind and that 
the latter will, in consequence, secure more 
wool in this manner than it would 
if it had to compete with St. 
Louls on equal freight rates. Although 
most ot the wool clip has been marketed, 
there is still large amounts ot it inthe West- 
ern territories awaiting shipment. This cut 
in rates will prevent a great deal 
of it coming to St. Louis which 
would otherwise be shipped here. The mer- 
chants allege that whenever St. Louis gets 
anything like a fair rate the Chicago 
roads make a still greater cut and 
give this city the worst of it. However, St. 
Louis has already received large shipments of 
wool this season and this fact is what ied the 
8 roads to first cut rates from the 

est.

TRAINING HORSES A NEW WAY. 


Exhibitions an Australian Is Giving in 
London, 


From the London Truth. 

Thirty years ago the celebrated Rarey 
gained, fora brief space of time, the credit of 
having revolutionized the system of training 
horses for saddle and harness, but, in the 
long run, it was ascertained that, although 
Rarey’s personal influence over horses and 
his power of subduing the most unconquera- 
bly vicious of them to his will were 
beyond question, he could not pass his 


powers on to his pupils. Some 
plained his feats, which attracted much at- 
tention, by attributing to hima kind of mag 
netic power over animals; others asserted 
that he possessed a secret which he had kept 
absolutely to himself, and the controversy 
raged long and flercely upon the subject. 
But whatever tne true explanation of Rarey’s 
* may have been, the fact remains that 

e came and went, and that the traditional 
methods of the horse breaker are now, to all 
intents and purposes, identical with those 
which were used before Karey’s name had 
been heard. 

That they are not the best methods concely- 
able no man familiar with horses will be in- 
clined to deny. Maklag a mouth, accord- 
ing to the established practice, is a cruel busi- 
ness and contrary to pature; it cannot be right 
to mutilate the most sensitive part of the au- 
mal in order to obeythe rein. The innumer- 
able vices of trained horses, the ease with 
which all but the most steady of them are 
startled, and the frequent occurrence of ac- 
cidentsdue solely tothe fact that horses are 
frightened by things for their fearing which 
no reason exists, gofar toshow that the es- 
wtablished method is but a pis aller, a method 
used for want ofa better. And the process is 
enormously expensive. 

Few people have lived in country districts 
without becoming aware that horse breeding 
—a pursuit which the highest authorities do 
their best to encourage—is frequently eschew- 
ed by farmersand others because, although 
they have the material at their disposal, they 
find that the tedious process of breaking runs 
away with the profits, even when it succeeds, 
and that failures are plentiful. It follows, as 
of necessity, that it is important to observe 
with scrupulous care every effort which is 
made to introduce improvements into a sys- 
tem which stands in sad need of reform. 

An Australian horse tamer, Mr. Sydney Gal- 
vayne, is now exhibiting and teaching his 
method of training horses inthe Wellington 
Riding School. He has been in this country 
for some time, confining his operations for 
the most part to those districts of Northern 
Britain in which the passion for horse flesh is 
most strongly pronounced, and in the course 
of bis wanderings he has certainly succeeded 
in inspiring with confidencea large number 
of competent judges. A selection from the 
list of patrons begins with the name 
of the Queen, and includes those of a 
large number of peers known for their 
judgment of horses and those ofs great num- 
ber of wilitarv men aud masters of hounds. 
It appears from it that he has also succeeded 
in impressing other classes of men who have 
exceptional opportunities of studying horses. 
In it figure the names of trainers, jockeys, 
country doctors and many gentlemen en- 
entitled to affix totheir signatures the letters 
F. R. O. V. 8. and M. R. ©. V. N. 

Mr. Galvayne bas twice exhibited his 
method in London. On Thursday of last 
weok, after an interesting lecture on the den- 
tition of horses, he produced an unbroken 
chestnut, mentloning the name of the owner, 
which had been under bis instructions for. 
fiity minutes only. Ihe animal bad all the 
appearance of gentie character, but the 
rapMity with which it was induced to bear 
harness, saddle and rider Was 
marvelous. On Saturday evening the 
same animal! was ugain brought 
into the ring before a number of crit- 
ical persous and was subjected to a number 
of severe but perfectly humane tests. A pole 
was allowed to fail on her quarters; she did 
notatir. It was brought against ber from be- 
hind and against ner stomach in order to 
simulate as nearly as might be the condition 
of things when a vehicle runs ou to a horseor 
a broken shaft strikes it. Crackers were fired 
from asack lald upon her back; whips were 
cracked around her; she remained unmoved, 

Then, on Saturday, a thoroughbred Gliybe- 
longing toa gentleman in Oxford street and 
introduced to Mr. Galvayne as an animal 
which defied all attempts to mount her, was 
shown. Her nervous wildness was obvious; 
it had been said none could hold her wien she 
was belug mounted. But Mr. Galvayne held 
her firmly and gentiy wholle one of his 
assistants saddied and mounted ber, 
She was then ridden round and round 
the ring. The next act was 
merely spectacular.

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“RBULLING” SILVER. 


The purchase of silver bullion under the 
new silver law will begin September 13 
and continue at the rate of 4,500,000 ounces 
per month, or 80 much thereof as may 
ehe offered in each month at the market

when no silver is offered at what he con- 
siders the market price But the proba- 
bility is that the full amount will be 
taken, and that the entire output of our 
mines, about one-half of the world's 
annual supply, will thus be locked 
up at home.

Ihe employment of non-union men apn 
girls in the restaurants whereistrikes occurred 
reduced the chances of employment for the 
strikers to a very small number. These 
chances have all been taken by secessions 
from the union of married men who were 
compelled to seek employment to support 
their families and by men who believed the 
strike could not win. 

In ordinary times, when there is no strike, 
there are enough vacancies in the restaurants 
in St. Louis to absorb all the waiters who 
come tothecity. The crews are being con- 
Stantly changed by the caprice of the men or 
of the employers, or the fault of one or both. 
A union walter, whothis morning decided to 
get work, said he had applied at the four 
principal restaurants employing white mer 
and found full forces in all. 

The Grand, Commercial, Elmire, Famous, 
Sprague (Union Market) and Delmonico Res- 
tuurants are fully supplied with white male 
waiters, the proprietors say, and of their 
crews twenty-two are known to be union men 
who were forced to find work to support 
themselves and families. As stated yes- 
terday, eighty-seven places formerly held 

men ad been closed to them by 
the employment of girls. The Lindell Hotel 
proprietors last night decided to employ 
girls in their dining-room, and some 
forty-five were notified to report to-day.

He Alters Three Checks in the Presence of 
His Employers.

NEW YORK, July 29.—Inspector Byrnes’ men 
have been looking for Thomas T. Graff for 
more thania week. According to Stewart & 
Parker, brokers at 60 New street, Graff was 
their confidential man until July 19. He lived 
in Newark, was a single man and was not 
known to have any vices. Mr. Parker said 
last night that Graff was painstaking and con-

A GRAND $300,000 FIRE PROOF OPERA- 
HOUSE PROJECTED. 


The Talk About Adolphas Busch’s Im- 
provement at the Southeast Corner of 
Broadway and Elm Street on the Prop- 
erty Recently Acquired by Him at an 
Expense of $130,000—A New church

A Colored Woman Attempts to Pass Off 
Another Woman’s Babe as Her Own. 


Had not the respondents in a writ of habeas 
corpus filed last Saturday taken an un- 
expected action yesterday afternoon, 
Judge Withrow in the Circuit Court would 
have been compelleitosettiec the somewhat 
novel and no less difficuit question of an in- 
fant chitd’s maternity. The petition was 
filed by A. Burgess, the colored attorney, on 


behalt of Lacy Brooks and the writ issued 
commanded An nile Hamilton and John Ham- 
ilton to bring the body of the 1-month- old 
child, called William Brooks, into court to 
show ceuse why they should retain it in their 
possession. 

The story isa somewhat peculiar one. It 
appears, however, that a month ago last Fri- 
day, Lucy Brooks, an unmarried colored girl 
living on St. Louis avenue, gave birth atthe 
Female Hospital toa male child which she 
took with herto her home. Two weeks later, 
a middle-aged colored woman appeared 
at the hospital saying that she 
wanted to adopt a eolored child. 
She was directed to Lucy Brooks’ home, 
where afterastormy scene with her father, 
the young mother finally consented to give 
away her babe. The stranger gave her name 
as Mrs. Williams and said she lived over in 
lilinols. She took the child away, promising 
to write tothe mother every week in refer- 
ence to the child’s condition. Ten days 
passed and nv lettercame. The mother be- 
came anxious and hunted up ‘‘Mrs. Will- 
She found herin the person of Mrs. 
Hamilton, living at 1517 Lucas avenue. 

Mrs. Hamilton positively refused to give up 
the child, ana when the mother threatened to 
use force ordered her away from the place. 
The mother returned on last Thursday with 
her father and met both Mr. and Mrs. Hamil- 
ton. Both claimed the child as their own. 
Attorney Burgess was at once called into the 
case and the petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus followed. On Sundsy the babe was 
delivered by Mrs. Hamilton at Lucy Brooks 
home and yesterday the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were dismissed. . 

It now comes to light from Mrs. Hamilton's 
own confession that Mr. Hamilton was an 
innocent victim of a family conspiracy of 
which his wife was the ring-leader and in 
which Lucy Brooks’ child played an impor- 
tant part. On the evening of the day on which 
Mrs. Hamilton first obtained the child, 
Hamilton, who ee porter im a 
West End residence, returned home to 
find his wife in bed with the chiid at her side. 
He was assured by his wife that she had that 
morning given birth to the babe and he or- 
fully accepted the immense responsibilities 
devolving upon a newly made parent.

De Wolf Hopper, the comedian, says: II 
there is any game that will bring out one’s 
true nature, it is draw poker. I do not speak 
as a coy neophite for I have dallied with the 
golden possibilities of ajack pot until my bet- 
ting nerves have almost shaken like a real 
Aspen tree.

„„As the cars with their incessant rattie,rat- 
tle and dumpety, dump, dump, rushed over 
miles of the tracks it became wore and more 
apparent that Oudin was one of the most 
collossal verdant players. that ever shuflled a 
card. Imagine bow Stevens, Digby and I felt 
playing with an amateur that upset ali of our 
scientific calculations. Yet we played and 
Bell was a loser. Naturally he was champing 
on the bit, anxious to get a big bet and 
retrievs’* his losings. The opportunity 
came soon. A hand was dealt and tne 
S wall antes put up. Allofus passed out ex- 
eépt Bell and Oudin. The former drew three 
cards to tvo aces, and got two more aces... A 
perspiration of delight gathered upon Bell’s 
brow and jocularity almost bubbled from him, 
so secure be telt in being able to win back a 
large sum from Oudin. Bell gathered upa 
number ofchips, putthem down as if he was 
uncertain Whether to bet or throw up his 
nand and finally, in a nonchalant way, pushed 
upaS$2chipasahit. His face assumed a ser-

an ariist, ashe watched Oudin. His idea was 
that Oudin would raise him and he (Bel!)

He was atthe tabie 
with Mr. J. P. Dougherty, whom everybody 
in this city ought to know if they do not, and 
several other Orst-ciass players. The mere 
fact that Watterson was in the game was suffi- 
cient to indicate that big stakes were now and 
then placed on the table. It was jack-pot 
poker, and now and then the pot became 
aiarmingly large. But Watterson did not 
grow dizzy, and he bet with cavalier sang 
froid.

After three one-bundred-doliar bets bad been 
made Dougherty, to the astonishment of those 

resent, called Watterson. The latter put his

A 2 wore locked in and betting heav- 
ly. hey were oblivious to war and rumors 
of war while engaged in such an absorbing 
game. 

The news came that Richmond had fallen 
and a certain Assemblyman rushed along the 
corridor with several othersto the door of 
room 454. Finding it locked, in an instant the 
Assemblyman was boosted to the skylight or 
transom just above the door. He got half 
way in, balanced for a brief moment, and 
without warning his friends pushed him head- 
long into the room. He fell right across the 
center of the table, the chips flew in every 
direction, and $5,000 in bills tumbled all over 
the floor. The legs of the table snapped in 
two like étraws, andthe lucky Assemblyman 
was on his feetinan instantunhurt.

BILLY FLORENOB HAS AN EXPERIENCE.’’ 

‘*While poker is considered a national 
game, I must confess,’’ said Billy Florence, 
the actor, that Ibave seen it played chiefly 
as an international way, i. e., on board Brit- 
ish steamships carry ing American passengers. 
I only play cards en route to Europe to pass 
away the time—nothing else, and then do 
not gamble. Once, some years ago, I was

A big dispute arose 
across the table and in an instant Watterson 
was on bis feet, pistol in hand, and trying to 
ali at his antagonist, a well-known geptie- 
man. I knew that biood was going to be shed 
right there, soI jumped up and threw my 
arms around the editor. Others caught his 
arm and threw itupso ifthe pistol were dis- 
charged it would only damage the ceiling. 

‘*The other gentleman was ferocious, and 
although he was held by strong men I thought 
he would break loose every second and fire 
right into us. Great beads of perspiration 
stood out upon my forehead. I plexded with 
the Kentuckian not to sboot; that he would 
regret it. The more 1 pleaded and tried to 
keep his pistol arm up the more he attempted 
to break away. Every instant Lexpected to 
hear the crack, crack of revolvers and to see 
the reeling form of a man perforated with a 
large bullet. I pictured the direful conse- 
quences and the blame. Tbe latter 
would partially, at least, rest upon 
me, because I was ths guest of the

The pistol was nothing but a boot-jack, one 
that is small and when folded resembies the 
shape ofa pistol. I was completely taken in, 
and I need scarcely say that the ‘smiles’ were 
on me. That was the most exciting game of 
poker that I ever indulged in.“ 

TOM OCHILTREB’S ‘‘BIG’’ GAME. 

„One of the largest games of poker I ever 
heard of was played by Col. Tom Ochiltree,’’ 
says ex-Congressman Wise of Virginia. The 
auburn-haired Texan was then upholding the 
dignity of a large portion of Texas as Re pre- 
sentative in Congress. Occasionaliy he de- 
voted afew evening hours to theseductive 
game of poker with a number of congenial 
Congressmen. One morning Col. Ochil- 
tree appeared among his colleagues 
looking rather fatigued, but bis 
conversational! animation was inno measure 
impaired. He said in bis off-hand way: ‘Well, 
I have hada great night with the boys. I 
never played such a game of poker before in 
all my life. For atime it looked as if Il were 
going to be a seeond Monte Cristo. I bet often 
andi bet heavily, andI won. It was a great 
game, and I shall never forget it. Yes, llost 
$15,000 when the game ended. Gentlemen, 
the worst part of it was that $10 was in cash! 
When Tom finished there was unbridied hilar- 
ity, of course, and no one doubted his thriiling

EPILEPSY. 


The Place in Germany Where It Is Specially 
Treated. 


From the Youth’s Companion. 

The suddenness of its attack is what has 
given this disease its name, from a Greek 
word signifying to ‘‘seize upon. As the 
patient generally falls, it is known also as 
the falling-sickness,’’ 

In its severer forms epilepsy is usually at- 
tended with convulsions. Frequently it be- 
gins with a peculiar outcry. A cundition of 


stupor follows the convulsive state, and this 
in turn is followed by natural sleep, 
which, if uninterrupsed, generally restores 
the normal condition of the system. ‘The at- 
tacks vary greatly in frequency, with a ten- 
dency to increase. The disease is not fully 
understood, though it is known to belong to 
the large class of nervous affections. 

In the majority of cases it first makes its ap- 
pearance between the ages of 10 and 20. It is 

requently hereditary, but is also induced by 
fright, grief, worry or overwork, as well as 
by refiex irritation from dentition, indigestion 
and injury to the body, especially to the head. 

When of frequent ocourrence, it often im- 
impairs the mental faculties, and sometimes 
ends in insanity. In some cases the patient, 
instead of falling convulsed, becomes mani- 
acal, commits some act of violence, and then 
as suddenly regains consciousness, with no 
remembrance of what he has done,or perhaps 
po po but a confused and dreamy recollection 
0 

The disease is a great affliction. Friends 
are kept in constant fear of a dangerous or 
even a fatal fall. The patient’s business 
prospects are sadly imterfered with. He suf- 
fers in bis social relations also, and is always 
liable to serious accidents. 

In view of these and other considerations a 
benevolent German pastor about thirty years 
ago purchased a farm at Bielefeld, near Han- 
over, and took four epileptics under his care. 
The institution has expanded until now it 
forms a village of fifty-five houses, embracing 
in patients and attendants over two thousand 
persons. In twenty years, from 1867 to 1887, 
more than two thousand epileptics were 
treated, of whom 156 were cured, and 450 ben- 
efited, while the condition of all was rendered 
more tolerable. 

The Medical and Surgical Reporter says: 
„Manual training is combined with educa- 
tional and religious facilities, and to these 
are added the most careful and skilful medi- 
cal treatment, together with a great variety 
of pleasing amusements. Im managing the 
patients great attention is paid to securing 
proper bodily and mental exercise, and a 
carefully reguiated diet, with suitable hygienic 
and medical treatment.’’

Look where 
you will, to the gold flelds of California, 
tney have failed to meet the expec- 
tations and haye discouraged the 
hearts of those who flocked to them as bees in 
a swarm; to the farms and ranches of Dakota, 
Nebraska, and the far West, they, too, have 
proved adelusion and a snare; to the coal 
and iron mines of Pennsylvania, the miners 
are starving and dependent; to the Sunny 
South, the latest Ei Dorado of expectant 
wealth and future greatness, where one suc-

Gathering of Reformed Drunkards at St. 
Bartholemew’s Rescue Mission,

NEW YORK, July 29.—In a long,narrow room 
with a low ceiling, constituting a veritable 
sweat vat, a few doors from Third avenue, on 
Forty-second street, there were gathered last 
evening about two hundred people, mostly 


men, Who, though dripping with perspiration, 
were engaged in a unique celebration. There 
were a few women present, whose function 
was to assist in singing when that was in 
order. Many of the men bore scars 
behind which were stories of de- 
bauchery, suffering and crime. Ostensibly 
they were participationg in the fourth 
anniversary ofthe reclamation from the life 
ofa drunkard, ot one of their number, their 
leader, Col. Henry H. Hadley, but in reality 
they were each indulging in a celebration on 
his own hook because, for longer or shorter 
periods, be had forsaken the gin mills where 
formerly his time and money had been spent 
and his character lost. It was a pathetic sight 
and one to be remembered. Some years ago 
Henry Hadley, who for twenty-six years had 
been addicted to the drink habit, wandered 
into Jerry McAuley’s Cremorno Mission while 
in a drunken condion, and was moved to 
abandon bis life of debaucherv. From that 
day*to this he bas remained steadfast in his 
reiormation. Having won a victory over 
himself he set to work to save otbers and 
those who bad been led to become sober men 
through mission work were the guests at this 
celebration. The room wherein this anni- 
versary was held is known as St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Kescue Mission. Several of the re- 
formed wen related their experience as 
drunkards and told how they came to be 
saved. One of the most touching incidents of 
the evening was when a young man 
arose and said he could Dot 
remain any longer, but before 
he went he wanted to relate his experienze. 
He then told of nis degradation through liq- 
uor and bis reciamation, and drawin him- 
self up to his full height, he said with un- 
feigned pride that, whereas a year ago no one 
in New York would have trusted him with 10 
cents, only the other day he was intrusted 
by his employer with $2,000 to deliver, and 
that he had been made collector ina large 
business house. He then sald that the reason 
he must retire so early was that he had been 
married a short time ago and did not want to 
stay away so late from his bride. He was 
heartily applauded as he left the hall,

MARGARET CC. C. STEELE, 


Death of the Late Senator Roscoe Cenk- 


ling’s Sister. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 29.—Mrs. Margaret C. O. 
Steele, who died in Jersey City yesterday, was 
employed in the Custom-house over eighteen 
years without a break. She was appointed 
July 26, 1869, atthe request of ber brother, 
now dead, Roscoe Conkling, whose name is 
signed in the appointment book atthe Ous- 
tom-house as her réference. Moses H. Grin- 


nell, who is also now dead, was the Collector 
ofthe portthen and sheserved under every 
collector since then until the adminis- 
tration. of Collector Magone, when she 
resigned from the service,ber resignation tak- 
ing effect October 1, 1887, making her period 
ofactive workforthe government eighteen 
years, two months aud ve days. She was a 
widow when she was appointed. It is said 
that when she expressed a desire to earn her 
own living, her husband not having left much 
property, her brother did notlikethe idea 
and tried to dissuade her from taking such a 
step. She, however, had the same indepen- 
dence of character which solargely entered 
into his make-up, and persisted in her inten- 
tion untilhe finally came around to her way 
of thinking, and using his Influence in her be- 
half obtained for her the appointment. As 
soon as the appointment was made she was 
assigned to duty as an inspector, examining 
women passengers on incoming ocean steam- 
ers, and an inspector she remained until she 
gave up the work. The Custom-house offi- 
clals, in consideration of her age and her long 
period of faithful work, made her duties as 
light as possible. As she lived in Jersey City 
she was assigned to examine passengers on 
vessels of the Rotterdam, Red Star and lnman 
Lines only. She was relieved from the neces- 
sity of reporting at the Oustom-house or 
Barge Office and was notified, by telegraph 
when vessels were on their way to their 
wharves. She would then go to the wharf 
and after concluding her examination woul 
sign the report to the-inspector who had 
been sent over in the barge, her 
signature being taken as evidence that she 
had attended to her duty. For this work she 
was paid at the rate of $3a day. Mrs. Steele nad 
all the dignity of character which her noted 
brother had, and although she worked to sup- 
port herself no one dared to be familiar with 
her or to establish an acquaintance any more 
than though she was inadrawing-room. She 
dressed neatly always, ina plain, old-fash- 
loned way, and was scrupulously tidy. She 
was a reader of books of the best class, and 
wrote a good deal, although not for publica- 
tion over her signature, except once or twice, 
She was also a devoted student of art and wus 
a painter of more than ordinary — She 
was a fit representative of a noted family, 
and ber death leaves awide gapina large 
circle of friends. .
